1 . Applicants amendment filed 5/9/08 is persuasive, therefore claims 8-1 1 are 
allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art of record fails to teach or suggest singularly or an obvious combination of a vaginal 
exercise device having an elastic hollow tube and lid with two internal chambers inside 
the tube which are connected by at least one damping hole. The tube and lid form a 
sealed chamber having a partition component which includes a resistance control 
element and a brace attached thereto. The brace attaches to the partition component in 
a center hole of the component to form a rotatable structure.
